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Reasons for allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon consideration, the inclusion of the claimed ink cartridge, as claimed in the 
combination, is not found in the prior art. This difference is considered patentable over 
the prior art and reflects an improvement in the field of endeavor since the following 
apparatus claim limitations reflect an improvement in the field of endeavor and over the 
prior art of record. 

The preliminary amendment filed 10/22/2003 had been received and entered. 

The instant application is a continuation of Serial No. 10/108567. Serial No. 
10/108567 was published 10/3/2002 in Yoshiyama et al. (US 200201 40778A1). With 
respect to the independent claim, the primary reason for allowance is, the claims in 
Yoshiyama et al. (US 200201 40778A1) do not recite "an engaging portion formed in the 
forth side wall, the engaging portion engaging, in use, the engaged portion on the mount 
unit; and an ink sensing window formed in the third side wall for indicationg residual 
amount of ink in the ink reservoir." 

In consideration of the instant claims, issuing the claims would not violate double 
patenting statutes by extending the term of the exclusive rights of the abovementioned 
patents. 

Further, IDSs filed 10/22/2003 and 09/21/2004 have been considered but are 
deemed to merely provide art in the same technical background but not particularly 
relevant. * 

Further, an exhaustive search has revealed no prior art to disprove novelty or 
non-obviousness of the claimed invention. 

Hence, the independent claim is now deemed to be allowable. The dependent 
claims are allowable since they depend from allowed base claims.
